Portraits  of  Noted 

Scientists  Are  Given 
Two  Faculty  Members 


Miss  Audrey  Linthlcum,  a  former 
student  at  the  College,  who  Is  teaching 
at  the  Highland  school  near  Skidmore 
was  recently  married  to  Roland  C.  Gar¬ 
rett  of  Maryville.  Miss  Linthlcum  ranks 
as  a  senior  at  the  College,  Mr.  Garj'ett 
is  a  nephew  of  Mayor  W,  O.  Garrett. 


Dr.  Hake  and  W.  T.  Garrett  are  the 
first  members  of  the  College  faculty  to 
receive  Christmas  presents  this  year, 
according  to  the  best  information  at 
hand. 

The  presents  are  several  beautiful 
oil  paintings,  copies  of  costly  originals, 
]f  famous  physicists  and  biologists. 
These  pictures  have  been  presented  to 
them  by  the  Baush  and  Lomb  Optical 
Company  of  Rochester,  New  York. 

Dr.  Hake  has  three  of  the  pictures 
of  famous  physicists  which  are  ap¬ 
proximately  eighteen  inches  by  twenty 
inches  in  size.  One  of  his  pictures  shows 
3Ir  Isaac  Newton  throwing  the  spectrum 
on  .  a1  sheet  of  white  paper  through)  a 
prism,  and  under  the  picture  the  state- 
nent  is  made  that  through  his  exten- 
ilve  experiments  with  light,  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  (1042-1721)  became  one  of  the 
founders  of  modern  optical  science. 

Another  picture  shows  Thomas 
Young  before  a  mirror  measuring  and 
itudylng  his  own  eye  in  an  experl- 
nent.  The  following  statement  is  print¬ 
’d  at  the  bottom  of  this  picture:  "Meas- 
iring  his  own  eye,  Thomas  Young  con¬ 
ducted  experiments  in  the  years  1799 
to  1801,  that  led  to  his  explanations  of 
astigmatism  and  accommodation." 

Another  picture  shows  the  famous 
Tallileo  with  a  group  of  friends  in  a 
tower  overlooking  a  city,  testing  his. 
lewly  invented  telescope.  The  In¬ 
scription  is  “In  1G09  Gallileo  was  ac¬ 
claimed  by  distinguished  citizens  of 
Venice,  when  he  demonstrated  his  first 
telescope  from  the  tower  of  St.  Marks.” 

W.  T.  Garrett  instructor  of  Biology 
vas  presented  the  picture  of  the  out- 
;tandlng  biologist,  Antoni  Van  Leeu¬ 
wenhoek,  making  an  experiment.  Below 
the  picture  is  written  "A  most  signific¬ 
ant  Event  was  the  discovery  of  Bacteria 
in  1675  by  Antoni  Van  Leeuwenhoek, 
who  used  a  primitive  microscope  of  his 
own  manufacture.”  The  attractive 
paintings  will  be  hung  .in  the  offices  and 
classrooms. 1

Extension  Courses 
Aid  Many  Students 


More  Than  Six  Hundred  In¬ 
dividuals  Are  Now  Enroll¬ 
ed  For  Outside  Courses. 


Thirteen  ClaSs 
Cage  Te^ms  will 
Play  For  Title 


Thirteen  basketball  teams  represent 
ing  Class  B  schools,  which  enroll  few-j 
er  than  500  students  will  compete  for 
the  Class  B  State  Championship  at  Co¬ 
lumbia,  next  March. 

Two  of  these  teams  will  come  from 
each  of  the  five  State  Teachers  College 
districts,  two  from  St.  Louis  County, 
and  one  from  the  Rolla  District. 

The  championship  aspirants  among 
the  670  class  B  schools ‘'must  survive 
sub-district  tournaments  the  first 
week  in  March  and  district  tourna¬ 
ments  the  following  week,  to  qualify 
for  the  state  closs  B  tournament. 

For  tlie  schools  that  will  compete  in 
the  Class  A :  State  Championship ,  the. 
Board  of  dontrol  of  the  Missouri  High 
School  Athletic  Association,  will select 
the  sixteen  highest  ranking  teams,  on 
the  basis  of  their  season  records.  For 
these  teams,  there  will  be  no  prelim¬ 
inary  qualifying  tests. 

The  board  also  decided  that  there  will 
be  no  contest  between  the  Class  B  win¬ 
ner  and  the  Class  A  winner  for  a 
State  Championship,  as  has  been  the 
arrangement  in  the  past.  There  are 
approximately  thirty  Class  A  schools  In 
the  state.  These  decisions  were  reach¬ 
ed  at  a  recent  meeting  In  Kansas  City. 


At  present  619  students,  teachers  and 
others  in  the  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College  district  are  being 
served  and  helped  to  gain  a  higher  ed¬ 
ucation,  through  the  Correspondence 
and  Extension  Department  of  the  Col¬ 
lege.  Mr.  Bert  Cooper  Is  directly  in 
charge  of  this  department.  Many 
members  of  the  faculty  are  enlisted  In 
the  cause  and  are  handling  correspon¬ 
dence  and  extension  work. 

Since  the  first  of  August  176  people 
have  enrolled  with  the  College  for  cor¬ 
respondence  courses,  while  at  the  pres 
entathere  are  443  Individuals  enrolled 
In  the  extension  classes,  which  are'.’fti'et 
regularly  by,  the  .  various  members  of 
the  faculty  of  the  College,  at,  differ¬ 
ent  towns  in  this  district.  Since  many 
of  the  443  taking  extension  work  are 
taking  two  courses,  from  the  count  of 
service  rendered,  this  number  might  be 
doubled. 

Many  Courses  Offered. 

Hubert  Garrett  of  the  faculty  of  the 
College  is  offering  Arithmetic  15,  Cit¬ 
izenship  20,  European  History  8a  and 
8b,  and  World  History  105  in  DeKalb, 
Platte,  Livingston  and  Caldwell  coun¬ 
ties.  He  has  134  students  taking  class- 
work  in  these  counties. 

Leslie  G.  Somerville,  of  the  College 
faculty,  is  teaching  Arithmetic  15,  Ed¬ 
ucational  Psychology  30,  Child  Psych¬ 
ology  53,  Rural  Sociology  14  and  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Teaching,  in  Buchanan,  Holt, 
Daviess  and  Mercer  counties.  He  has 
133  students  in  these  counties. 

Dr.  Mehus  of  the  College  is  teaching 
a  single  course  in  Criminology,  at  St. 
Joseph,  and  has  a  class  in  Social  Prob¬ 
lems  24  and  The  Family  160,  at  Grant 
City. 

Classes  in  St.  Joseph. 

A  course  in  Vitalized  Agriculture  55b 
and  a  course  in  Tests  and  Measures  75 
are  being  given  at  Trenton  by  A.  IT.' 
Cooper,  who  also  has  a  single  course, 
Tests  and  Measurements  150,  In  St.  Jo¬ 
seph. 

Miss  Grace  M.  Shepherd  and,  Miss

CONGRESS 

On  December  7,  the  new  congress  will 
convene  for  the  first  time  since  its 
election,  over  eighteen  months  ago.  It 
is  a  blot  on  democracy  that  such  an 
evil  is  allowed  to  go  uncorrected.  The 
attitude  of  the  people  may  have  chang¬ 
ed  a  dozen  times  since  that  congress 
was  elected  on  the  principles  for  whioh 
they  stood.  Senator  Norris  of  Nebras¬ 
ka  has  never  ceased  in  his  efforts  tp 
correct  this  unhealthy  situation  but 
without  noted  success.  Twice  has  his 
constitutional  amendment  passed -the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  but  twice 
it  has  failed  in  the  lower  house  of  con¬ 
gress.  He  is  preparing  to  continue  his 
fight  in  the  present  congress  to  for¬ 
ever  do  away  with  the  lame  duck  con¬ 
gress.  It  is  hoped  that  he  will  succeed 
this  time  and  that  the  selfishness  of  a 
few  officeholders  will  not  stand  in  the 
way  of  a  much  needed  end  thorough 
reform.  We  must  have  representative 
legislatures  if  we  are  to  have  represen¬ 
tative  government,  In  this  affair  at 
least  the  Senate  has  proved  Itself  more 
in  line  with  pubito  opinion  and'  mofe 
progressive  than  the  so-called  popular

Hies,  would  stabilize  values  in  many 
communities,  and'  would  liberate  work¬ 
ing  capital  to  thousands  of  concerns. 
I  recommend  that  measures  be  enacted 
profnptly  to  accomplish  these  results 
and  I  suggest  that  Congress  should  con¬ 
sider  the  development  of  such  a  plan 
through  the  federal  reserve  banks. 

Banking  Laws. 

Our  people  have  a  right  to  a  banking 
system  In  which  their  deposits  shall  be 
safeguarded  and  the  flow  of  credit  less 
subject  to  storms.  The  need  of  a  sound¬ 
er  system  is  plainly  shown  by  the  extent 
of  bank  failures.  I  recommend  the 
prompt  improvement  of  thc  banking 
laws.  Changed  financial  conditions  and 
commercial  practices  must  bo  met.  The 
congress  should  investigate  thc  need 
for  separation  between  different  kinds 
of  banking;  an  enlargement  of  branch 
banking  under  proper  restriction;  and 
thc  methods  by  which  enlarged  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  federal  reserve  system 
may  be  brought  about. 

Veterans’  Services. 

The  law  enacted  last  March  author¬ 
izing  loans  of  50  per  cent  upon  adjust¬ 
ed-service  certificates  has,  together 
witli  the  loans  made  under  previous 
laws,  resulted  in  payments  of  about  $1,- 
260,000,000.  Appropriations  have  been 
exhausted.  The  administrators  of  vet¬ 
erans’  affairs  advices  tliat  a  further  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $200,000,000  is  required  at 
cnee  to  meet  the  obligations  made  nec¬ 
essary  by  existing  legislation. 

There  will  be  demands  for  further 
veterans’  legislation;  there  are  inequal¬ 
ities  in  our  system  of  veterans’  relief;  it 
is  our  national  duty  to  meet  our  obli¬ 
gations  to  those  who.. have  served  the 
nation.  But  our  present  expenditure 
upon  these  services  now  exceeds  $1,000,- 
000,000  per  annum.  I  am  opposed  to  any 
extension  of  these  expenditures  until 
the  country  has  '  recovered  from  trie 
present  situation. 

Anti.Trust  Laws. 

In  my  message  of  a  year  ago  I  com¬ 
mented  on  the  necessity  of  congression¬ 
al  inquiry  into  the  economic  action  of 
the  Anti-Trust  Laws.  There  is  wide 
conviction  that  some  change  should  be 
made  especially  in  the  procedure  under 
these  laws.  I  do  not  favor  their  repeal. 
Such  action  would  open  wide  the  door 
to  price  fixing,  monopoly,  and  destruc¬ 
tion  of  healthy  competition.  Particular 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  indus¬ 
tries  founded  upon  natural  resources, 
especially  where  destructive  competition 
produces  great  wastes  of  these  resour¬ 
ces  and  brings,  great  hardships  upon  op¬ 
erators.  employes,  and  the  public.  In 
recent  years  there  lias  been  continued 
demoralization  of  the  bituminous  coal, 
oil,  and  lumber  industries.  I  again  com- 
mefid  the  matter  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Congress. 

Tlie  Tariff. 


Wages  and  standards  of  living  abroad 
have  been  materially  lowered  during 
the  past  year.  The  temporary  aban¬ 
donment  of  the  gold  standard  by  cer¬ 
tain  countries  has  also  reduced  their 
production  costs  compared  to  ours.  For¬ 
tunately  any  increases  in  the  tariff 
which  may  be  necessary  to  protect  agri¬ 
culture  and  industry  from  these  low¬ 
ered  foreign  costs  or  decreases  In  items 
which  may  prove  to  be  excessive,  may 
be  undertaken  in  any  time  by  the  tariff 
commission  under  authority  which  it 
possesses  by  virtue  of  the  tariff  act  of 
1930.  The  commission  during'  the  past 
year  has  reviewed  the  rates  upon  over 
254  items  subject  to  tariff.  As  a  result 
of  vigorous  and  industrious  action,  it  is 
up  to  date  in  the  consideration  of  pend¬ 
ing  references  and  is  prepared  to  give 
prompt  attention  to  any  further  appli¬ 
cations.  This  procedure  presents  an  or¬ 
derly  method  for  correcting  inequal¬ 
ities.  I  am  opposed  to  any  general  con¬ 
gressional  revision  of  the  tariff.  Such 
action  would  disturb  industry,  .busi¬ 
ness,  and  agriculture.  It  would  prolong 
thc  depression. 

Immigration  and  Deportation. 

I  recommend  that  immigration  restric¬ 
tion  now  in  force  under  administrative 
action  be  placed  upon  a  more  definite 
basis  by  law.  The  deportation  lav/ 
should  be  strengthened.  Aliens  lawful¬ 
ly  in  the  country  should  be  protected 
by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  resi¬ 
dence.  .

Slump  in  Grid 
Receipts  Leads 

to  Retrenchment

Big  Six  Reduces  Athletic  Bud¬ 
get — Minor  Sports  Vir¬ 
tually  Eliminated. 

Kansas  City,  Dec.  8. — f/P) — The  Big 
Six  conference  has  cut  its  athletic  bud¬ 
get  because  potential  spectators,  notably 
students  stayed  away  from  football 
games  In  larger  numbers  during  the 
season  just  ended  than  they  did  in  1930 
when  gate  receipts  also  were  apprecia¬ 
bly  depressed. 

Other  sports  suffered  loss  of  patron¬ 
age,  but  football  was  singled  out,  for 
its  revenues  have  carried  along  the  de¬ 
pendent  branches  of  athletics  since  it 
became  the  premier  spectacle  of  Amer¬ 
ican  College  sport. 

Big  Drop  at  M.  U. 

The  average  reduction  in  football 
gate  receipts  in  the  conference  was  a 
fraction  more  than  20  per  cent  undei 
the  1930  figures.  Kansas,  State's  take  at 
the  box  office  was  only  five  per  cent 
under  1930,  but  Missouri,  at  the  other 
extreme,  suffered  a  loss  of  30  per  cent 
partly  because  the  Tigers  played  only 
eight  games  compared  to  nine  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

Nebraska  fell  off  12  to  15  per  cent, 
Kansas  23  per  cent,  Oklahoma  25 ,  per 
cent  and  Iowa  State  26  per  cent.. 

The  economy  program,  expected  to 
effect  a  saving  of  $50,000,  was  presented 
for  approval  today  to  the  conference 
faculty  council. 

It  would  entail  virtual  elimination  of 
round  robin  competition  in  wrestling 
tennis  and  baseball;  discontinuance  of 
medal  awards;  reduction  in  outlay  for 
officials,  possibly  by  having  three  in¬ 
stead  of  four  at  football  games  and  one 
rather  than  two  in  basketball;  fewer 
athletes  on  trips,  and  less  costly  equip¬ 
ment. 

Tickets  Too  Expensive. 

The  diminished  returns  from  football 
were  attributed  generally  to  increasing 
student  apathy  toward  spectatorship, 
economic  conditions,  the  radio,  waning 
of  the  •’hysteria”  over  sports  and  high 
prices  for  stadium  tickets.

HOOVER’S  MESSAGE 
Herbert  Hoover,  who  faces  -a  Con¬ 
gress,  which  politically  is  opposed  to 
his  administration,  transmitted  today 
his  annual  message  of  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  laws  to  be  passed,  in  several 
thousand  words  he  goes  over  the  na¬ 
tional  and  foreign  situations  and  pre¬ 
sents  what  every  diligent  reader  of 
current  events  has  at  tongue’s  end. 
Among  the  highlights  of  his  message 
is  one  recommendation — an  increase  in 
taxes — a  temporary  measure  for  a  per¬ 
iod  of  two  years. 

With  this  he  also  recommends  econ¬ 
omy  In  governmental  departments. 

His  recommendation  for  tax  in¬ 
crease  comes  at  a  time  when  the  Mid¬ 
western  states  are  fighting  for  a  tax 
reduction.  Although  any  measures  for 
tax  increase  would  not  affect  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  this  section  directly,  the  people 
in  the  end  pay  for  them:  as  the  con¬ 
sumer  pays  the  bill. 

However,  some  means  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  take  care  of  the  four  billion 
dollar  deficit  which  this  government 
faces,  and  increased  revenues,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Hoover’s  mind,  is.  the  only 
method.  The  same  situation  as  faced 
by  our  national  government,  can  be 
seen  locally  and  in  this  state— expen¬ 
ditures  must  be  reduced  if  the  govern¬ 
ments  are  to  survive.  We  already  have 
in  this  state  come  to  that  point  and 
the  governor  has  told  the  institutional 
heads  their  appropriations  are  to  be 
withheld. 

The  President  says  some  means  must 
be  made  for  the  release  of  funds  in 
closed  banks.  However,  he  leaves  it  up 
to  Congress  to  work  out  these  problems, 
not  indicating,  at  least  in  the  message 
to  the  solons,  his  idea  on  the  methods 
for  bringing  these  things  to  pass. 

Tljcrc;  are  some  things  to  which 
the ...  President  draws  attention,  for 
which  this  nation  is  thankful,  that 
our  country  is  at  peace  with  the  other 
countries  and  that  there  have  been 
relatively  few  disturbances  despite  the 
economic  depression.  In  past  years 
when  the  country  was  facing  such  a 
winter,  times  when  many  were  out  of 
jobs  and  many  without  anything  to 
cat,  riots  would  occur.  The  President 
can  attribute  this  to  a  better  under¬ 
standing  .of ,  and  by  .the ‘pepplo-  and’  he 
can  feel  “relieved  that  t'iii^  ihdi'yicjjiar 
cities  themselves  are  :  tuning ,  care  -of 
their  unfortunate  better  than  ever 'be¬ 
fore. 

The  Nation  looks  forward  to  the 
President’s  message,  but  many  will  be 
disappointed  as  he  does  not  specifical¬ 
ly  recommend  what  should  be  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  congressional  measures. 
A  closely  divided  Congress  can  thwart 
any  effort  of  the  President,  but  the 
feeling  prevails  that  under  the  exist¬ 
ing  conditions  party  lines  will  have  to 
be  cast  aside  when  measures  for  the 
public  welfare  are  introduced. 
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Thirty-three  speeches  were  made  the 
last  day  of  the  Indian  Round  Table 
conference  In  London.  They  said 
“No.”

profitable  tonnage  for  the  Wabash. 
The  loss  of  business  was  aggravated  by 
the  fact  that  the  automobile  industry 
like  many  others,  .is  utilizing  other 
transportation  agencies.  It  is  deliv¬ 
ering  its  products  in  trailers  and  “on 
their  own  power,”  a  practice  which  is 
affecting  all  raiiroads,  but  which  hit 
the  Wabash  a  knockout  blow. 

“It  is  evident,  of  course,  that  no 
practicable  advance  in  rates,  no  con¬ 
cession  from  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  would  have  enabled  the 
Wabash  to  carry  on.  It  is  apparent, 
too,  that  no  such  method  of  relief  will 
cure  the  difficulties  which  beset  all  the 
railroads. 

“Depression  or  no  depression,  the 
transportation  industry  is  in  a  state 
of  transition.  Evolution  is  at  work. 
Nothing  can  stop  it.  The  automobile 
is  here.  The  bus,  the  truck,  the  pleas¬ 
ure  car,  itself  serving  important  busi¬ 
ness  requirements  are  bound  to  pro¬ 
gress  in  efficiency  aand  utility.  We 
shall  continue  to  build  highways  wider 
and  better.  The  revival  of  the  rivers 
and  the  airplane,  with  its  future  all 
ahead  of  it,  emphasize  a  situation 
which  will  require  a  complete  reorgan¬ 
ization  of  the  transportation  indust¬ 
ry.” 

The  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat  had 
the  following: 

"Every  great  financial  storm  that  has 
swept  the  country,  striking  with  part¬ 
icular  force  on  the  West  and  its  agri¬ 
culture  has  necessitated  some  reorgan¬ 
ization  of  the  securities  structure  of 
the  Wabash,  with  its  lack  of  a  line  of 
its  own  to  the  seaboard.  This  indeed, 
will  bo  the  fourth  receivership  through 
which  the  road  has  passed  and  its 
vitalities  and  possibilities  of  essential 
service  are  shown  in  the  fact  that  it 
has  emerged  from  every  one  stronger 
and  more  prosperous  than  it  was  be¬ 
fore.

Pool  Plan  Withdrawn 


Carriers  Can  Now  Place  Surcharges  in 
Effect  On  All  Freight  Except 
Major  Agricultural  Crops. 


Washington,  Dec.  8. — (A3) — Virtually 
unrestricted  permission  to  the  country's 
hard  pressed  railroads  to  increase 
freight  rates  by  more  than  $100,000,000 
had  been  given  today  by  the  interstate 
commerce  commission. 

The  extra  charges  are  to  remain  in 
effect  not  longer  than  March  31,  1933. 

The  commission  late  yesterday  auth¬ 
orized  without  restraint  the  placing  of 
surcharges  oiv  freight  bills  of  all  pro¬ 
ducts  except  major  agricultural  crops. 
It  also  withdrew  restrictions’ requiring 
pooling' of  proceeds.  ■  1  .*•  1  ■  ■■ 

Executives  Will  Meet.' 

As  soon  as  he  was  officially  informed 
today  R.  I-I,  Alshton,  chairman  of  the 
Association  of  Railway  Executives  call¬ 
ed  a  meeting  of  that  organization  for 
Friday,  December  11,  to  decide  what 
they  will  do. 

The  commission  in  October  refused 
to  allow  a  15  per  cent  rate  increase  but 
outlined  a  plan  which  it  would  approve. 

This  called  for  surcharges  of  $3  and 
$G  a  car  on  some  types  of  freight  and 
one  and  two  cents  per  100  pounds  on 
others,  the  proceeds  to  be  pooled  and 
given  needy  lines  to  pay  bond  interest. 
Yesterday’s  decision  changed  the  per 
car  surcharges  to  six  and  twelve  cents 
per  ton. 

At  the  time  of  its  original  decision 
the  commission  estimated  that  these 
surcharges  would  net  between  $100,000,- 
000  and  $125,000,000  a  year. 

May  Devise  Loan  Plan, 

The  new  ruling  leaves  the  roads  free 
to  apply  their  own  loaning  plan  rely¬ 
ing  on  them  to  apply  the  funds  to  aid 
needy  lines. 

The  commission  found  it  had  no  jur¬ 
isdiction  over  loans  by  and  between 
common  carriers  and  ruled  it  would 
"neither  ..approve  nor  disapprove  eith¬ 
er  the  loaning  plan  or  the  agency”  the 
carriers  have  said  they  expected  to  set 
up. 

The  surcharges  may  not  be  put  into 
effect  as  soon  as  the  railroads*  can  pre¬ 
pare  and  file  tariffs  with  the  commis¬ 
sion  under  the  rules.  They  may  eith¬ 
er  ask  for  permission  to  make  them  ef¬ 
fective  on  one  or  two  days  notice  or 
they  can  give  the  statutory  30  day  no¬ 
tice.  The  commission  has  said  it  will 
grant  applications  for  immediate  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  raises. 

The  pooling  plan  had  met  drastic  op¬ 
position  from  the  railroads.  Their  at¬ 
torneys  pointed  out  that  while  pooling 
was  legal,  the  commission  had  no  pow¬ 
er  to  force  any  to  accept  it,  arguing 
also  that  some  railroad  officials  had 
been  informed  then-  stockholders  could 
hold  them  personally  responsible  for 
funds  voted  as  gifts  to  other  lines.

Paris,  Dec.  8. — (/P) — The  League  of 
Nations  council  today  appeared  virtu-, 
ally  to  have  abandoned' the:  plan  to  es¬ 
tablish' an  official  neutral  zone  between 
the '-Chinese  and  Japanese  armies' im 
the  Chlncliow  area  since'  agreement  on 
its- terms  has  been  found  impossible.'" 

'  Instead,  its  resolution,  which  may  be 
ready  for  final  adoption  tomorrow,  Is 
likely  to  recognize  the  status  quo  and 
to  express  the  hope  that  both  sides  will 
refrain  from  disturbing  the  compara¬ 
tive  peace  which  now  exLsts  in  south¬ 
ern  Manchuria. 

In  view  of  the  council  the  neutral 
zone  already  exists  in  fact,  the  Chin¬ 
ese  are  left  in  possession  of  Chlnchow 
and  the  Japanese  have  promised  not  to 
attack  that  city. 

The  Japanese,  however,  have  not 
withdrawn  their  demand  that  Chin- 
chow  be  evacuated  and  the  possible  re¬ 
sults  of  this  demand  are  causing  some 
anxiety  in  international  quarters. 


.  Shanghai,  Dee.  8. — (/P) — Thousands  of 
Chinese  students  deserted  their  studies 
throughout  China  today  to  participate 
in-  demonstrations  against  officials 
whom  they  charged  with  failing  to  op¬ 
pose  aggression  by  the  Japanese  in 
Manchuria.

Many  Legislative  Proposals 
Are  Advanced  by  the 
President. 


Has  “Prosperity  Plan” 


Washington,  Dec.  8.— (/P)— To  balance 
the- treasury  books  and  hasten  better 
days,  President  Hoover  recommended 


increased  taxation  to  Congress  today 
along  with  a  many-pointed  program  to 
cure  “credit  paralysis.”  , 

tfnless  taxes  go ‘up  and  expenditures 
down,  he  said,  the  government  will 
have  run  behind  some  $4, '400, 000, 000  by 
the  qnd  of  next  fiscal  year.  He  did  not 
specify  the  method  of  tax  revision  but 
suggested  it  be  made  effective  for  only 
two  years. 

A  plan  for  a  gigantic  federal-financ- 
ed  Reconstruction  Corporation,  similar 
to  the  old  war  Finance  Corporation, 
headed  the  president’s  proposal  to  help 
business.  The  agency  would  advance 
money  to  needy  industries. 

Many  Recommendations. 

Besides,  in  his  third  annual  message 
to  Congress,  he  advocated  that  it — 

Subscribe  more  funds  to  federal  land 
banks. 

Use  federal  reserve  banks  to  liberate 
funds  arrested  in  failed  banks. 

Establish  a  home-loan  discount  bank 
system. 

Broaden  the  base  for  paper  reserve 
banks  can  discount. 

Overhaul  banking  laws. 

Review  postal  savings  bank  legisla¬ 
tion. 

Avoid  general  tariff  revision. 

Revise  interstate  commerce  commis¬ 
sion  laws  regulating  rails. 

Aid  "proper  consolidation”  of  rail¬ 
roads. 

Adjust  anti-trust  laws  to  remove,  in¬ 
justices. 

Refrqin  from  extending  expenditures 
on  veterans. 

Regulate  interstate  transmission  of 
electrical  power. 

Reject  proposals  for  government  dole. 

Transfer  shipping  board  administra¬ 
tive  functions  to  commerce  department. 

Make  shipping  board  a  regulatory- 
body,  having  jurisdiction  over  coastwise 
shipping  and  rates  and  services  on  in¬ 
land  waterways. 

Strengthen  immigration  laws. 

Must  Raise  Taxes. 

Mr.  Hoover  told  the  legislators  he 
would  deal  with  taxation  more  fully  in 
his  budget  message  tomorrow.  He  did 
say  the  $2,123,000,000  deficit  expected 
this  year  needs  to  be  partially  financ¬ 
ed  by  borrowing,  but  taxation  should 
be  so  increased  as  to  bu  lance  the  budget 
next  year. 

Seldom  has  he  been  more  emphatic 
than  in  warning  that  for  Congress  to 
go  beyond  the  limits  he  prescribes  “in 
either  expenditures,  taxes,  or  borrowing 
will  destroy  confidence,  denude  com¬ 
merce  and  industry  of  its  resources, 
jeopardize  the  financial  system  and  ac¬ 
tually  extend  unemployment  and  de¬ 
moralize  agriculture  rather  than  relieve 
it." 

“It  is  a  distressful  time  for  many  of 
our  people,"  the  president  said,  "but 
thoy  have  shown  qualities  as  high  in 
Certitude,  courage  and  resourcefulness 
is  ever  in  our  history.  ''  ■'

Powers’  Plot  Revealed 


Murderous  Romeo  Sought  to 
Go  Free  by  Perjury. 


Clarksburg,  W.  Va.,  Dec.  8— (A3) — A 
letter  brimming  with  affectionate 
phrases,  which  Harry  F.  Powers  sent 
to  his  wife  begging  her  to  save  him 
from  the  gallows  by  perjuring  herself, 
was  introduced  today  at  the  trial  of 
the  man  accused  of  slaying  five  per¬ 
sons  in  tlie  dark  subterranean  cham¬ 
bers  of  his  "death  garage.” 

It  contained  full  instructions  to  the 
woman  who  remained  loyal  to  Powers 
throughout  his  nation-wide  “matri¬ 
monial  racket”  activities  and  ‘  even 
while,  the  prosecution  says,  he  was  lur¬ 
ing  women  from  their  homes  on  the 
pretext  of  marriage,  but  with  the  idea 
of  killing  them  for  their  money. 

A  coincidence  led  to  the  intercopt- 
anco  of  the  letter,  city  detective  Carl 
Southern  explained  from  the  witness 
stand  os  he  fingered  the  envelope. 

He  and  two  reporters  were  quest¬ 
ioning  Mi’s.  Powers  last  fall  when  the 
mail  man  delivered  the  missive.  The 
wife  burst  into  tears  and  refused  to 
open  it,  the  officer  said,  whereupon 
he  read  it  and  saved  it  as  one  of  the 
most  Important  pieces  of  evidence  a- 
gainst  the  "mail  order  Romeo.” 

‘‘We  are  facing  a  bitter  fight  and 
should  we  fight  together  we  will  win," 
the  letter  said.  “Never  before  lias  the 
old  saying,  ‘United  we  standi  divided 
we  fall*  been  so  true.'*  >
